Man crashed plane into 
Austin office building; 
home also set ablaze

AUSTIN, Texas A software engineer furious with 
the Internal Revenue Service plowed his small 
plane into an office building housing nearly 
200 federal tax employees Thursday officials 
said, setting off a raging fire that sent workers 
fleeing as thick plumes of black smoke poured 
into the air. 

A U.S. law official identified the pilot as 
Joseph Stack and said investigators were 
looking at an anti-government message on 
the Web linked to him. The Web site outlines 
problems with the IRS and says violence “is 
the only answer.” 

Federal law enforcement officials have said 
they were investigating whether the pilot, 
who is presumed to have died in the crash, 
slammed into the Austin building on pur- 
pose in an effort to blow up IRS offices. All 
the officials spoke on condition of anonymity 
because the investigation was ongoing. 

“Violence not only is the answer, it is the 
only answer,” the long note on Stack’s Web 
site reads, citing past problems with the tax- 
collecting agency 

“I saw it written once that the definition 
of insanity is repeating the same process over 
and over and expecting the outcome to sud-

denly be different. I am finally ready to stop 
this insanity Well, Mr. Big Brother IRS man, 
let’s try something different; take my pound 
of flesh and sleep well,” the note, dated 
Thursday, reads. 

At least one person who worked in the build- 
ing was unaccounted for and two people were 
hospitalized, said Dawn Clopton, Austin Fire 
Department division chief She did not have 
any information about the pilot. About 190 
IRS employees work in the building, and IRS 
spokesman Richard C. Sanford said the agency 
is trying to account for all of its workers. 

After the low-flying plane crashed into the

building, flames shot out, windows exploded 
and workers scrambled to safety Thick smoke 
billowed out of the second and third stories 
hours later as fire crews battled the blaze. 

“It felt like a bomb blew off,” said Peggy 
Walker, an IRS revenue officer who was sit- 
ting at her desk in the building when the plane 
crashed. “The ceiling caved in and windows 
blew in. We got up and ran.” 

In a neighborhood about six miles from the 
crash site, a home listed as belonging to Stack 
was on fire earlier Thursday Law enforcement 
officials said Stack apparently had set fire to his 
home before the suicidal plane flight. 


WHITE HOUSE WAS BRIEFED 

National Transportation Safety Board spokes- 
man Peter Knudson said an investigator from the 
board’s Dallas office has been dispatched to the 
scene of the accident to start an investigation. The 
Federal Aviation Administration and NTSB officials 
said they had no information on whether the 
crash was intentional. The White House also said 
President Obama was briefed about the crash. 

As a precaution, the Colorado-based North 
American Aerospace Defense Command 
launched two F-16 aircraft from Houston’s 
Ellington Field, and is conducting an air patrol 
over the crash area. 


Chicago’s crummy, but at least It beats Cleveland

Last year, things seemed to be going well for 
Chicago. It was a leading contender for the 
2016 Summer Olympics, the Cubs were one of 
the early favorites to win the World Series and 
the new president of the United States called 
the city home. 

Even so, Forbes dubbed the city the third 
most miserable in the U.S. Since then, things 
have gotten worse. Chicago is living down its 
first-round Olympic rejection and the Cubs’ 


embarrassing flame-out, and its favorite son is 
sinking in the polls and rarely comes back home. 
And it’s harder to catch a bus. But according 
to Forbes, things are better. Its new list ranks 
Chicago as only the loth most miserable city 
in the U.S. 

“The Windy City flamed out in its bid to 
host the 2016 Summer Olympics despite a last- 
minute plea from President Obama,” Forbes 
notes in its latest listing. “Bigger problems are 
the nation’s highest sales tax rate {10.25 per- 


cent] and long commutes.” 

Forbes didn’t explain why the rating is actu- 
ally better than last year, when it described the 
city similarly The reasons listed by Forbes then 
are pretty much still true today: “Lousy weath- 
er, long commutes, rising unemployment and 
the highest sales tax rate in the country are to 
blame for the Windy City being near the top 
of our list. High rates of corruption by public 
officials didn’t help either.” 

Forbes did say it had expanded the list of cit- 


ies under consideration this year “to include 
the 200 largest metro areas {in years past we’ve 
examined 150} which led to a shuffling in the 
ranks.” 

So what’s the worst city, according to Forbes? 
Cleveland. 

“Cleveland secured the position thanks 
to its high unemployment, high taxes, lousy 
weather, corruption by public officials and 
crummy sports teams {Cavaliers of the NBA 
excepted}.”

Employees 
taking steps 
to fight SAD 
bias at work

Since she was hired two years ago as a suburban 
medical assistant, Jennifer Simonsis has come 
to an agreement with her employer: During the 
winter, she is given time off to see her doctor, 
frequent breaks and help in setting up a light- 
therapy lamp at her desk. 

Joining a controversial trend, Simonsis sought 
workplace accommodations for seasonal affec- 
tive disorder, or SAD —depression triggered by 
limited daylight in winter. 

Pointing to a federal law that prohibits 
employers from discriminating against the dis- 
abled, some SAD sufferers say they are entitled 
to schedule changes, access to windows and 
other modifications. Recent rulings are prompt- 
ing human resources experts to warn about the 
need to take the depression seriously 

“Some people brush you off, saying ‘you’re 
just in a bad mood this time of year,’ ” said 
Simonsis, 36, of Mount Prospect, who received 
her accommodations from Alexian Brothers 
Medical Group in Palatine. “But it’s a real dis- 
ability, and employers need to realize that.” 

Most people experience gloominess in win- 
ter, but as many as 10 percent of Chicago-area 
residents have enough psychological and bio- 
logical symptoms to be diagnosed with SAD, 
according to Michael %ung, an associate 
professor at the Institute of Psychology at the 
Illinois Institute of Technology 

The 7th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Chicago ruled in October that a teacher could 
move forward with a lawsuit against her former 
employer alleging that the school district failed 
to accommodate her SAD when it refused to 
give her a classroom with natural light, causing 
her mental health to deteriorate. 

The Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission determined two years earlier that 
Simonsis’ previous employer had discriminated 
against her when it failed to accommodate her 
depression and dismissed her, records show 

“I think seasonal affective disorder is rare, 
but it’s protected under disability law,” said 
Chicago attorney Gerald Maatman Jr., who 
represents employers in workplace disputes. 
“The law protects a wide range of conditions, 
not just physical disabilities like heart attacks 
and carpal tunnel {syndrome].”

Airports slip in ratings

Air travelers tend to be pickier about the 
service they receive than almost any other 
consumers, perhaps because many still mar- 
vel over the human mastery of flight, experts 
say 

But the public holding the aviation industry 
to higher standards — at a time when airports 
around the world are facing unprecedented 
challenges— has led to especially tough news 
for O’Hare and the Chicago Department of 
Aviation. 

A new survey released Thursday rated 
O’Hare “below average” in customer satis- 
faction compared with other large airports in 
North America. O’Hare placed 14th out of 19 
in the survey by J.D Power and Associates. 
O’Hare lost ground in all categories since the 
last study in 2008. 

Karen Pride, spokeswoman for Chicago’s 
airport system, said survey results vary from 
year to year. She pointed out that Global 
Traveler magazine in December rated O’Hare 


COURT RULES ON CEMETERY 

A state appellate court on Thursday 
temporarily barred the City of Chicago 
from acquiring an historic cemetery and 
relocating its graves to make way for 
a new runway at O’Hare. The city must 
stop removing graves from St. Johannes 
Cemetery, even with permission from 
next of kin, said Joseph Karaganis, an 
attorney representing those opposed to 
city ownership of the cemetery. Karaganis 
said family members can still have graves 
relocated if they wish, but the city cannot 
be a part of the process and city officials 
cannot be on cemetery property.

At O’Hare, passengers’ high expectations 
are not being met by customer service and 
the quality and quantity of amenities, from 
the general maintenance and cleanliness of 


airport facilities to a shortage of comfortable 
places to sit while waiting out flight delays, 
respondents to the survey said. 

Their list of complaints is long, starting 
with traffic knots outside O’Hare ’s terminals 
and continuing with security-line hassles, 
excessively long walks to gates and even lon- 
ger waits for luggage to arrive at baggage car- 
ousels. 

Midway fared better, but the Southwest 
Side facility is slipping. After finishing in 
first place in J.D. Power’s last airport survey 
two years ago, Midway fell to ninth this year 
among 20 medium-sized airports where pas- 
sengers were surveyed. 

J.D. Power asked airline passengers who 
traveled round-trip in 2009 to rate their satis- 
faction levels in six categories: airport acces- 
sibility; ease of checking in and dropping off 
luggage; the efficiency and ease of security 
checkpoints; the comfort of the terminals 
and concourse facilities; food and retail ser- 
vices; and baggage claim. 
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Driver charged with reckiess homicide

Reckless homicide charges have been filed 
against a man who struck and killed a 6 -year- 
old girl and seriously injured her aunt as they 
ran an errand to buy Valentine’s Day candy 
authorities said. 

Eddie Lumpkin, 48, was charged with one 
count of reckless homicide and two counts of 
aggravated driving under the influence. 

Lumpkin crashed into Jada Washington 


and her aunt, Tiuette Richardson, 21, about 
6:30 p.m. Tuesday as they stood in the middle of 
Ashland Avenue just north of West 74th Street 
while waiting for traffic to pass, authorities 
said. 

Lumpkin initially was ticketed for driving 
under the influence as well as not having insur- 
ance, failure to carry a driver’s license, negligent 
driving and striking a pedestrian in a roadway 

Police found an open container of alcohol in 


the car, a source said. 

Lumpkin had a record of at least 40 tickets 
for traffic offenses at the time of the accident. 
But he still had a valid driver’s license. 

A review of Cook County court records 
shows that since 1987, he had been stopped by 
police 26 separate times and issued tickets for 
traffic offenses ranging from running stop signs 
or red lights to speeding and failing to exercise 
caution around pedestrians. 


Lunar New 
Year parade 
gets fireworks 
groove back

Argyle Street Lunar New Year Parade 
committee members this week received 
permits to restore the use of tiny explo- 
sives during their New Year’s procession 
Saturday. 

Lunar New Year parades are meant to 
usher out old, bad vibes and bring in new, 
good ones. And in Chinese culture, few tools 
do that as well as red firecrackers. 

“They bring luck and joy and ward off 
spirits,” parade coordinator Kelly Cheng 
said. ‘And the red signifies the wealth we 
want spread through the whole neighbor- 
hood.” 

However, the firecrackers also are illegal 
to use in Chicago without hiring a licensed 
pyrotechnic company and obtaining the 
proper permits. 

So despite their cultural importance, fire- 
crackers have disappeared from Chicago’s 
Lunar New Tear parades. 

In recent years, organizers have turned to 
lion dances, loud drums and cymbals to ward 
off the bad spirits and bring wealth.

So parade committee members went 
the extra regulatory miles to bring back 
the firecrackers and hopefully bring back 
the luck. Capping a weeklong celebration 
of the New Year that started with Sunday’s 
South Side parade, the North Side parade 
steps off at noon Saturday beneath the 
Argyle Street “L’ stop on the Red Line.

Mayor Daley’s ethics chief on Thursday sued 
Daley for suspending him earlier this month 
and said he was bracing for the possibility of a 
nasty fight with City Hall to clear his name. 

Daley suspended Anthony Boswell for 
30 days without pay after the city inspector gen- 
eral accused Boswell of mishandling a student 
intern’s sexual harassment complaint against a 
911 center boss. 

Daley said at the time he was following the 
inspector general’s recommendation by disci- 
plining Boswell, executive director of the may- 
or’s Office of Compliance since 2008. 

Boswell also sued Inspector General Joseph 
Lerguson, claiming Lerguson had “blatant- 
ly exceeded” his authority in investigating 


Boswell, whose office has been responsible for 
promoting ethical conduct in Daley’s adminis- 
tration. He wants to be immediately reinstated 
to his job. 

“My goal was to be apolitical and build a pro- 
gram, and now I find myself obviously a part of 
a retaliatory power grab and very much in the 
middle of a political firestorm,” Boswell said at 
a news conference Thursday with his lawyer. 
“This action has damaged my reputation, which 
I have spent 18 years building in various corpo- 
rations around the world. ... It’s not my goal to 
start a fight, but it is my goal to preserve my 
reputation, and that is very important to me.” 

Daley has been out of town on vacation 
all week and was unavailable for comment. 
Lerguson had no immediate comment.

Freed Americans urge 
companions’ release 


□ KANSAS CITY, Mo. American missionaries accused of child traf- 
ficking in the aftermath of Haiti’s earthquake returned home 
Thursday and urged the safe release of the two women left behind in 
a Port-au-Prince jail. 

Four of the eight freed Americans landed Thursday at Kansas City 
International airport to cheers and hugs. They declined to speak to 
reporters, but their attorney, Caleb Stegall, read a statement in which 
they said they were thankful to be home. 

“We hope and pray that our release will allow everyone to focus 
again on the dire conditions that remain in Haiti. People are still suf- 
fering and lack basic necessities,” the statement said, adding: “For 
those whose cases have not been resolved, we will continue to pray 
for their safe return.” 

The group’s leader, Laura Silsby and her former nanny, Charisa 
Coulter, remained in jail in Haiti. 

Haitian Judge Bernard Saint-Vil said he did not release Silsby, 47, or 
Coulter, 24, both of Boise, Idaho, because the two had visited Haiti 
in December and planned even before the quake to open an orphan- 
age. 

The group was caught Jan. 29 trying to take 33 children out of Haiti 
without adoption certificates. The arrests came as aid officials urged 
a halt to shortcut adoptions in the wake of the earthquake. 

Silsby originally said the children were orphans or had been aban-

B LON DON When it comes to the placebo 
effect, it really may be mind over matter, 
a new analysis suggests. 

In a review of recent research, international 
experts say there is increasing evidence that 
fake treatments, or placebos, have an actual 
biological effect in the body 

The doctor-patient relationship, plus the 


expectation of recovery, may sometimes be 
enough to change a patient’s brain, body and 
behavior, experts write. The review of pre- 
vious research on placebos was published 
online Friday in Lancet, the British medical 
journal. 

“It’s not that placebos or inert substances 
help,” said Linda Blair, a Bath-based psy- 


chologist and spokeswoman for the British 
Psychological Society Blair was not linked to 
the research. “It’s that people’s belief in inert 
substances help.” 

While doctors have long recognized that 
placebos can help patients feel better, they 
weren’t sure if the treatments sparked any 
physical changes.

The Bulls are in position to make a big splash 
in the free agent market this summer after a flur- 
ry of activity before Thursda/s trade deadline. 

Not only did they rid themselves of John 
Salmons’ $5.8 million player option for next 
season, they unloaded their biggest headache in 
T^us Thomas. 

“In order to create the cap space to attract a 
max free agent this summer, we knew we had to 
make some moves,” general manager Gar Forman 
said. ‘^A.lot of teams were positioning themselves 
to be able to attract a maximum free agent this 
summer, so we created that flexibility” 


The Bulls did it by sending Salmons along 
with their second-round picks in 2011 and 2012 
to Milwaukee for the expiring contracts of for- 
wards Hakim Warrick and Joe Alexander. The 
Bucks also have the option to switch first-round 
picks in this year’s draft as long as the Bulls’ isn’t 
in the top 10. 

That trade left the Bulls about $18 million to 
$20 million in cap space this summer and enough 
room to offer a maximum contract to one of the 
big-ticket free agents such as Wade, Bosh or even 
LeBron James if he becomes a free agent. 

The Bulls then dealt Thomas to Charlotte. In 
return, they acquired the expiring contracts of 
guards Flip Murray and Acie Law along with a 
protected first-round pick.

Owner Antonio Bailey describes this Logan Square spot’s Panamanian 
cuisine, new to Chicago, as “a Caribbean-type food, mixed with 
European and Asian spices.” 

Food fundamentals: Entrees here are prepared the traditional 
Panamanian way: using spices such as garlic and culantro (a strongly 
flavored, leafy herb popular in the Caribbean-not to be confused 
with cilantro) and marinating main ingredients for two to three days. 
Sipping suggestions: Homemade chicheme ($3.50), a corn-based 
beverage that’s typically served cold but can double as a breakfast 
drink if heated. For a more amorous experience, try saril, a sweet 
drink made with ginger that’s rumored to be an aphrodisiac ($3.50). 
Conoce Mi Panama also is BYOB. 

Distinctive dishes: Polio guisado con coco ($12), chicken cooked in a 
rich coconut sauce; hojaldras, a fried bread side dish ($3.25)

The blue, red and brown decor at this Wicker Park spot aiming for a mid- to late- 
March opening is contemporary, but the Nepalese- and Indian-focused menu 
reflects traditional tastes. 

Food fundamentals: “We wanted to serve authentic food-not fusion,” says 
Sanjeev Karmacharya, who co-owns the restaurant with his brother, Rajesh. 
Cumin will offer a dozen Nepalese entrees, which typically don’t include dairy 
ingredients and are made with a milder mix of spices-including coriander and, 
of course, cumin-than Indian cuisine, according to Karmacharya. 

Sipping suggestions: Lassi ($3), a yogurt-based Indian and Nepalese libation 
that comes in sweet, salty and mango flavors. Cumin also hopes to have a liquor 
license when it opens. 

Distinctive dishes: Namche bazarko sekuwa (chunks of goat meat marinated 
in Nepalese spices, $15), a popular upper-Himalayan dish named after a village 
that people pass through en route to Mount Everest; Indian staples such as 
chicken tikka masala ($13) and more than 10 types of naan, including garlic, 
sesame and onion ($3 each)

Juicy Wine gets 
new name, keeps 
delicious flavors

Heard rumors that Juicy Wine 
Company has been sold? Well, 
not quite yet, says Rodney Alex, 
who owns the River West wine 
bar with his girlfriend, Aracely 
Anisko. “We’re waiting on final 
paperwork probably Monday or 
Tuesday It’s pretty much a done 
deal ... officially unofficial,” he 
says. 

Alex and Anisko are sell- 
ing Juicy to manager Chris 
Dunstatter and friend Chip 
Dudley, who will keep the spirit 
of the bar as they transition to 
a new name and pump up the 
offerings. “It’ll be like Juicy 2.0,” 

Dunstatter says. 

The switch frees up Alex to 
embark on his next adventure: 
a new wine project. “I’ve had a 
pretty good 10 -year run start- 
ing with Rushmore in ’99, and IJuicy] has been 
open for like three years. Basically, my dream 
has always been to make wine,” Alex says. “I’ll 
be going to New Zealand this year for two 
months ... to hone my skills, but I’m starting a 
wine project in California.” The company will 
take on the Juicy name. 

The bar will stay open during renovations, 
which begin in March starting with the second 
floor and patio. The renovated second floor 
will debut in time for alfresco season and will 
include a dog- friendly sidewalk cafe. After, 
downstairs renovations— a fresh paint job, a 
bigger liquor-stocked bar offering more cocktail 
options— will follow. Dunstatter and Dudley 
also hope to apply for a license allowing them to 
close later (4 a.m.), open earlier for retail sales 
(ii a.m.) and debut a patio in the adjacent park- 
ing lot (potential debut: late summer). 


“We’ll still have juicy wine. We’ll still have 
tasty cheese. We’re still going to be the only 
Midwest seller of Salumi Artisan Cured meats. 
We’re still keeping it chill,” Dunstatter says. 

As far as the new name, Dunstatter plans to 
make an announcement in March (it’ll take the 
name of one of its signature drinks, he hints) 
and officially make the switch this summer. 

In the meantime, save the date for Alex’s big 
send-off, “This is it!” on Feb. 26 and 27. “It’s {to 
celebrate] my last couple of days. We’ll have 
specials on Friday and Saturday ... Basically if 
you know me, you know it’s going to be awe- 
some,” he says. “Special music, cool guests, just 
come on by”

“Shutter Island” marks Leonardo DiCaprio’s 
fourth collaboration with director Martin 
Scorsese. 

It may also be his most intense, which says 
a lot when you consider that their previous 
three films were “Gangs of New York,” “The 
Aviator” and “The Departed.” 

The movie, which opens Friday, is based on 
Dennis Lehane’s novel and is set in 1954, when 
U.S. Marshal Teddy Daniels (DiCaprio) and 
his partner Chuck (Mark Ruffalo) investigate 
the disappearance of a patient at a hospital 


for the criminally insane located on a remote 
island. 

With a hurricane bearing down, an uncoop- 
erative doctor (Ben Kingsley) who seems to be 
hiding something and a population of murder- 
ers and rapists. Shutter Island ranks high on the 
list of the world’s worst places to visit. 

But Scorsese’s imaginative direction, along 
with DiCaprio’s ferocious performance as the 
frustrated detective, is cause for film buffs to 
celebrate. 

DiCaprio spoke from New York about the 
making of “Shutter Island” and his continuing 


relationship with Scorsese, which keeps bear- 
ing career-high work from the actor. 

“Shutter Island” is a difficult movie to write 
about, because so much of the story hinges 
on information the audience doesn’t learn 
until the last few minutes. But there’s no big 
“Gotcha!” moment. 

That’s right. The sheer nature of the narrative 
was extremely complex and a kind of balanc- 
ing act. Teddy has a very complicated past, 
and the whole movie deals with his memories, 
which can also be interpreted as dreams. 


Scorsese wanted to emphasize a layer of 
ambiguity with the character and the story- 
line. I don’t think he wanted it to be a gim- 
micky ending or one of those popcorn 
reveals. 

The story also takes you to an incredibly dark 
place. 

What struck me about doing this character 
and this story as a whole is how incredibly 
emotional it was and how much it explored 
the dark side of humanity At the end of the 
day, this movie is really a character piece. All

“Shutter Island” could have been like “Cape 
Fear”— one of Scorsese’s just-for-the-fun-oMt 
movies. But It turns out to be pretty harrowing 
and deadly serious. 

I know what you mean. I wasn’t even pre- 
pared for it when I watched it as an audience 
member. That’s the great thing about working 


with a director like Martin Scorsese, because 
it’s never just going to be about sticking to 
a particular genre. He’s a true artist in every 
sense of the word.

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Realism falls victim to quirk yet again 



Jayne, like most characters played by Parker 
Posey is constantly on the verge of an emo- 
tional breakdown. That’s especially true 
when she travels from her pampered life 
in San Francisco to Pittsburgh to help her 
sister, Laura (Demi Moore), care for their 
aging father (Rip Torn). 

The buzz: Writer-director Mitchell 
Lichtenstein’s sophomore feature is decid- 
edly less edgy than his debut, “Teeth.” With 
a dressed-down Moore and Ellen Barkin 
as a crack addict pretending to be Jayne’s 
dad’s nurse, “Happy Tears” also could be 
the kind of self-consciously de-glamorized 
indie that mistakes manufactured idiosyn- 
crasies for something resembling truth. 

The verdict: Yep, that’s exactly what the 
film is. Janye’s self-destructiveness and 
Laura’s financial concerns clash uncomfort- 
ably with needless fantasy sequences and 
underdeveloped detours like the deteriorat- 
ing mental condition of Jayne’s husband (Christian Camargo). Scrape 
away the irony and contrivance, and “Happy Tears” makes some nice 
points about painful memories being everywhere when everything 
has sentimental value. That could have been a lower-key less-boring 
twist on the overrated French drama “Summer Hours,” but it isn’t.

Drama gives 
Lively a break 
from *Gossip’

LOS ANGELES “Gossip Girl” star Blake Lively 
certainly lived up to her surname during a 
press junket to promote her latest movie, “The 
Private Lives of Pippa Lee,” which comes out 
on DVD on March 2. 

The L.A. native responded enthusiastically 
to a series of questions about her TV show, 
“Pippa Lee,” her next film and the possibility 
of another “Traveling Pants” flick. Considering 
the fact she had just arrived in L.A. that morn- 
ing from New Tbrk and was headed back on a 
redeye that same night, it was surprising she 
was able to smile. 

“I’m in every scene tomorrow and the next 
day,” she said of her “Gossip Girl” shooting 
schedule. “It’s busy, busy” 

But busy is good when you’re a 22-year-old 
actress from a showbiz family and looking to 
break out of your box. Lively is elated that 
Pippa Lee, whom she plays during the charac- 
ter’s dysfunctional teen/young adult phase, is 
such an extreme departure from Serena van der 
Woodsen, the rich Upper East Side celebutante 
she plays on “Gossip Girl.” 

“It’s very important to step away from her,” 
Lively said. “Not only is Serena the character 
I’ve become known for, but it’s a TV show and 
so I’m constantly portraying this character. 
That’s cementing that even more into every- 
body’s brain, so to do a role on this type of show 
it’s so much about producing a product. You 
don’t get to develop an arc, you don’t get to see 
your script or prepare the scenes. 

“I’m also very new to this, 
and I want to prove to everyone 
I can act. So it’s important to 
me to make good decisions and 
not to work just for the sake 
of working. I don’t want to be 
the most famous person in the 
world. I want to do jobs that 
I’m passionate about, that I’m 
proud of and have integrity” 

The film, which was 
released in some markets last 
fall, chronicles the journey of 
Pippa, a pretty-yet-complex 
girl whose formative years 
were littered with ugliness 
and a series of wrong turns. Robin 
Wright plays the adult Pippa and Alan Arkin 
stars as the older man she has an affair with and 
eventually marries. 

“She’s such an interesting girl,” Lively said. 
“It’s so rare in this business that you get a female 


with any complexity, with any layers — especially 
being a young female. It’s always the man that’s 
the strong one and the female is the prize. She’s 
so multidimensional. She can be so dark but also 
be so light and be so strong and be so vulnerable. 
It was a character I was just dying to play” 

Lively, who will next be seen 
opposite Ben Affleck in “The 
Town,” didn’t know if she’d be 
slipping back into those “Pants” 
again and couldn’t comment 
on what hot dude or fresh hell 
Serena would encounter during 
the second half of the season. 
She did confess, however, that 
she’s happy her days of playing 
an assistant publicist on the 
show were over. 

“It was awful,” she said. “It 
just felt so gross. The one thing 
about this business that I just 
wish could be demolished— I 
wish they could be sent off to Azkaban prison 
in Harry Potter. I wish they could all just be 
locked up there forever. It just felt really dirty, 
and I’m happy to be sleeping with a congress- 
man instead.”
